It shows the presi- 
dent hit by the fatal bullet 
and Mrs. Kennedy climb- 
ing upon the back of the 
convertible. 

In the background is the 
knoll and atop it a wooden 
picket fence and a white con- 
crete pavilion with a low wall. 

Enlargement of certain 
frames brings out what to the 
naked eye bears a resem- 
blance to a man with one el- 
bow resting on the roof of a 
station wagon behind the wall 
and squinting down a gun bar- 
rel at Elm Street where Ken- 
nedy was shot.
